In  faet.  the 
chureh  e.xists.  lik«'  her  Master,  not  for  her- 
self but  for  mankind.  To  e.xpeet  Christian 
people  to  «'xelude  the  .lew  from  their  inis- 
sioii   to  evan^reli/e  the   whole   world,    is   to

The  Uai)iM's  statements  that  ••converts 
have  to  he  sup|)orted.  as  they  have  no  desii-c 
to  work."  is  not  only  nnfounded.  lait  a 
hidt'ous,  criminal  accusation.  in  our  own 
mission,  in  the  tirst  year  of  our  existence, 
wc  had  six  who  openly  confessed  their  faith 
in  Christ  hy  baptism,  and  all  t)f  them  are 
a  credit  to  the  church  of  which  they  are 
mt'nd)ers.  and  of  sei'vice  to  the  mission, 
from  which  not  on<'  of  them  i-eceives  any 
suppoi't. 

As  far  as  the  chai'^e  of  impi'ovin.ir  their 
<-on<lition  is  concerned.  1  do  not  know  whei"e 
it  comes  in.  and  1  can  assui'c  yon  that  iiuiuy 
of  us  had  to  endure  loss  and  sutVei'  |)riva- 
tions.  Allow  me  to  conclude  with  the 
words  which  I  jiave  to  a  leadin*;  i-eforme<l 
Rabbi  when  he  (luestioned  me  foi'  leaving 
•ludaism — thonj^h  it  is  personal.  I  ivpeat  it.

It  is  oui-s  to  »:ivc  them  hack  tiie  Christ 
whom  they  Hi'st  j;ave  to  us.  that  they  too 
may  he  able  to  say  with  us:  "Thanks  Ih 
unto  (Jod  for  His  unspeakable  fi'ift."
